T is a good idea when roust- 
ing Joints, particularly if the 
meat is likely ta be tough, to 
put them betweerr two tins of 
the same size, putting rather a 
lot of dripping in ‘the lower tin. 
Take the covering tin off for 
.the last quarter of an hour to 
allow the meat to crisp. As the 
Joint cooked by .this method is 
roasted and steamed at the same 
time, it comes out beautifully 
tender and little nourishment is 
lost in the cooking. It also takes 
slightly less time than when 
vooked in an uncovered tin,

It: is brought to the notice of 
the Hongkong’ Telegraph, and 
quite rightly, that far from 
facing a bleak future as a result 
of the hostilities in China, 
Hongkong may profit exceeding- 
ly from the misfortune that has 
descended upon this part of the 
world. It’ is not impossible that 
the ill wind which has de- 
vasteted certain arcas of Shang- 
hai and other ports of China, 
andthe unsettled condition of 
government in various parts of 
the country may cause industry, 
in search of security, to in- 
creasingly concentrate its stocks 
and resources in this Colony. 


It was pointed out in this 
column the other day that. cer- 
tain businesses here had suf- 
fered to sonte extent from the 
war conditions; . for example, 
some companies interested in 
shipping. The closing of the 
‘fchannels of navigation to Can- 
ton, for instance, interfered 
seriously with the river trade; 
_fand the ultimate fate of the 
Kowloon-Canton railway was in 
mind when it was mentioned 
that the future was not wholly 
rosy. But it is impossible to 
predict the effect of the war 
upon Hongkong’s trade in time 
to.come, and it may be that it 
will suffer no whit, and indeed 
gain immeasurably, This Colony 
may hecome a sort of store- 
house for merchandise and base 
‘of manufacture for much of the 
Far East.
